INDEPENDENCE FOR 
PHILIPPINES URGED. 
QUEZON DECLARES ACTION 


WOULD SHOW FAITH OF 
UNITED STATES. 


(BY CABLE—EXCLASIVE DISPATCH | 

MANILA. Nov. 17. — Manvel. 
Quezon, president of the Philippine 
Senate, has telegraphed from his 
sick bed an exclusive statement re- 
lative to e Washington ocnfer- 
ence. He says in part: 

“The Filipino ple are intense- 
ly interested in Disarmament 
Conference because upon the out- 
come of the deliberations and 
agreements may depend in a great 
measure the future of the Philip- 
pines. It is generally understood 
that the conference will discuss the 
Pacific problems that are causing 
or may cause misunderstandings 
betwten the great powers. 

“The Philippine question may 
or may not be taken up in the con- 
ference, but certainly the contin- 
u possession of the islands by 
the United States will be. This 
conference furnishes, therefore. an 
excellent opportunity. to find out 
Japan's real attitude on the Philin- 
pine question and to secure her 
co-operation in the recognition of 
the Philippines. .I believe sincerely 
that Japan gladly would join in a 
real understanding and would bind 
herself to an agreement assu 
a policy of noninterference wi 
Philinpine Independence if Amer- 
ica should see fit to bring up such 
questions. 

“Philippine independence at this 
time would be the best evidence 
to the world that America does not 
want the domination of the Pacific, 
would place hér in an advantage- 
ous, position of leadership in the 
conference and would bring about 
the realization of her ideals on 
disarmament or the limitation and 
control of armaments. Moreover, 
the independence of the Philip- 

ines would mean for the United 

tates an automatic reduction in 
naval and army expenditures.”

000 tons in submarines instead of 
the 90,000 tons each proposed by 
the United States. Coupled with 
the proposal will be a formal sug- 
gestion to limit the size of indi- 
vidual submarines, perhaps to 256 
tons. The American viewpoint re- 
jects both these suggestions. 

STUDY AMERICAN NEEDS. 


The 90,000-ton aggregate limt- 
tation proposed by the American 
delegation was derived from a 
study of American needs of the 
more than 40,000 nautical miles of 
coast line to be protected and of 
the need of the fleet in underwater 
craft.

YOUNGSTOWN (0.) Nov. 17.—

election here last week of George 
l. Oles as Mayor of Youngstown 
on:the ground that Oles violated 
the corrupt practices law of Ohio 
when he promteed during his 
campaign to give his salary to the 
community corporation, was de- 
clared here today by Mayor War- 
nock, whom Oles defeated for re- 
election by 487: “otes. 

Warnock, in his statement, says: 
“IT do not deem it proper for me 
to make a contest of this election 
personally nor, in my opinion, 
would I benefit personally by it, 
as 1 believe it would be for the 
Governor to appoint gome one to 


fill the office.’ 
CHARGES OUTLINED. 
The statement, however, out- 


lines at length charges which it 
indicates might be made against 
the newly elected Mayor. 

“Mr. QOles first announced,” it 
says, “he would not accept any 
salary from the city untli it was 
out of debt, clearly meaning he 
would not draw any salary during 
this term of office. Later on in 
his campaign Mr. Oles advised the 
public through newspaper columns 
and in his speeches as well, that 
he would give his entire salary to 
the community chest. The eve- 
ning before election day he again 
advised the public he would give 
his entire salary to the poor of 
the city when he knew the city was 
obligated by law to take care of 
its poor. All thie meant Mr. Oles 
promised the voters of Youngstown 


to relieve them of paying part of | 


their taxes. 

“This has been construed by 
courts to mean he made a direct 
promise and induced to voters to 
vote for him for Mayor. I could 
not afford to make a like promise 
te the voters. I becarne candidate 
for Mayor more than two years 
ago and ran for a second term 
with the full faith of the statutes

The universality 
of the handkerchief as a gift is 
one of the interesting facts that 
a study of the sales sheét of a 
large department store reveals. 
The facts that they are a general 
requirement and that no difficulties 
of getting a correct fit are in- 
curred, make them a favorite:gift 
commodity among holiday shop- 
pers.

VEGETABLE sITUATION. 

A @mall margin, uncertainty of 
tenancy, and over-com on in 
buying are principal difficulties 
that beset the Southern California 
vegetable shipper this year, ac- 
cording to an article published in 
the California Produce News. The 
combination of these three form 
such a serious encroachment on 
the shipper’s profits that the in- 
dustry is faced this year with the 
glioomiest prospects it has ever 
known, according to. the News: 

“Never before tn the history of 
the California vegetable industry 
have shippers had to work under 
such a close margin as now. Log- 
ically, a change must come soon-— 
otherwise those who have a lim- 
ited capacity, limited capital, ora 
limited outlet will be forced to call 
a half. Growers are receiving to- 
day so near the actual selling price 
with the closest allowance for cost 
of grading, packing and ioading 
that there is n left for the 
packer with which to first meet his 
fixed “overhead,” and after that 
to show a fair interest upon his 
money. As one packer puts it, 
“the deal ig simply one of work- 
ing upon a feather’s edge all the 
time so that one or two stiff losses 
are likely to sweep the small pack- 
er out of the running.” 

The rapid increase in the num- 
ber of cars of vegetables shipped 
every month from Southern Cali- 
fornia shows a phenomena! 
growth. Where there was former- 
ly an off season in the vegetable 


|. business, there ia no such period 


now from one end of the year to 
the other. Nevertheless. it is said 
that this increased volume in busi- 
ness has failed to decrease over- 
head expense’ of t 

This is because rentals of pack- 
ing sheds have in practically ‘*v- 
ery cage doubled and for some 
shippers have quadrupled during 
the past two years. The railroads. 
which own the lands upor which 
the packing sheds are built, refuse 
to extend the leases beyond a month 
or at best. a season, claiming that 
their present financial situation 
forces them to take every advan- 
tage of an increase in rentals and 
that they cannot be hampered by 
long leases.

WEST SEEKING 
IRRIGATION AID. 


Congressmen Make Plea Be- 
fore Secretary Fall. 


Enactment of Smith-McNary 
Bill is Urged. 


Cabinet Member to Ask Help 
of Harding. 


[EXCILSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Presi- 
Gent Harding's immediate and ag- 
gressive help to enact into law 
some definite and comprehensive 
plan of irrigation and reclamation 
for the West was today urged by 
a number of western Congressmen 
on Secretary Fall of the Iaterior 
Department. Among those pres- 
ent were Congressmen Frear, lea 
and Raker of California, Sinnott of 
Oregon, Smith of Idaho, Cart Hay- 
den of Arizona, Kincaid of Ne- 
braska, Chairman of the ‘House 
Committee on Irrigation; Hadley 
and Miller of Washington, Mc- 


Cormick of Montana and Arnts of 
Nevada. 

There is now before the Congress 
what is known as the Smith-Mc- 
Nary bill, which provides for a 
revolving fund for Irrigation and 
reclamation on a large scale, the 
object of which is to reclaim and 
develop large tracts of western 
land, these districts to be bonded 
and to sell their bonds when the 
Secretary of the Interior shall cer- 
tify that the irrigated lands are 
worth twice the value of the fonds. 

FOR REVOLVING FUND. 

The proceeds of the sale of these 
district bonds is to be placed back 
into the revolving reclamation fund 
and the process repeated until the 
available fertile land capable of 
being reclaimed at reasonable cost 
is all put under cultivation. 

The proceeds of the sale of 
bonds of the least product is to 
go into the treasury of the United 
States when reclamation funds are 
no longer needed. This or some 
similar plan, the western Congress- 
men asked Secretary Fall to pre- 
sent to the President, and secure, 
if possible, his active support and 
aggressive recommendation to 
Congress either in the shane of a 
special message or liberally re- 
ferred to in his forthcoming mes- 
sage to Congress. 

PUT FACTS BEYVORE HARDING. 

Knowing that Secretary Fall had 
made a personal inepection trip of 
some of the most important proj- 
ects under contemplation by the 
Reclamation Service, the Congress- 
men feit that he would be willing 


to lay before the President the’ 


facts as they appeared to him and 
urge the necessity of activity in 
this direction, both in order to in- 
crease production, employ more 
labor and make farm homes for 
the soldiers of the World War. 

No definite arrangement was 
perfected, but Secretary Fall prom- 
ised to take the matter up with 
President Harding and report to 
the Congressmen the result of his 
intercession.

OIL MERGER. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


pany and will in addition have 
about 27 per cent of the stock of 
the Union Oil Company of Califor- 
nia. Other local companies which 
will be included in the merger are 
the Columbia Oil Producing Com- 
pany. Western Union, Dunlop Oil, 
United Western Consolidated and 
several amalier wildcat concerns. 
The merger will also control fields 
in the Texas and midcontinental 
districts, but it was pointed out 
that the foreign company has not 
increased its holdings to any great 
extent except for its interest in 
the Union Oil of California. 

Tt was believed here the con- 
solidation was originally planned 
to obtain contro! of the California 
company. To Uate this effort has 
been checkmated and plans are 
being consummated in Los Ange- 
les which shouid prevent the grezt 
California | producing company 
from passing cut of the control of 
American inierests. 

However, it was stated yester- 
fay: The foreign interests will 
have 27 per cent of the stock of 
the California company. the Brit- 
ish financier has plenty of pa- 
ttence and has the backing of the 
Bank of England if needed. If 
the British. are seeking contrv! of 
the California company it certainly 
behooves those interested in keep- 
ing control in the hands of Ameri- 
cans to watch what they are doing 
for the next several years. The 
Britons, Dutch and others have 
made an excellent beginning to- 
ward carrying through their am- 
pition to control America’s great 
petroleum fields. 

MR. CLARK'S STATEMENT. 

“Bhould the Union Oi! of Cali- 
fornia pase from under contro! of 
patriotic Americans it would. be a 


serious matter.” sald E. W. Clark, 
executive vice+president of the 
company. He added that plang 
now under way for formation of 
a holding company were progres- 
sing satisfactorily to those inter- 
ested and he expected sufficient 
stock would be turned in to assure 
the protective company being 
formed. 

“With the holding company 
there is sufficient stock held in 
this vicinity to control forever.” 
he explained. “Control of the 
Union Oi] of California if pur- 
chased in the open market would 
mean expenditure of around $25.- 
090,000, while under the plan of 
the holding company it will be 
possible for an investment of about 
$13,000,000 to accomplish the same 
pur . The latter sum its ob- 
tainable tn California and we ex- 
pect to complete our plans within 
the near future.” 

HOLDING OF STOCK. 

The holding company will hold 
61 per cent of the total stock of 
the oll company and by controlling 
51 per cent of the holding com- 
pany, control of the production of 
oil in this State will remain in the 
hands of American interests. 

When the consolidation of the 
American and British interests was 
firet broached, widespread opposi- 
tion was voiced and the subject 
was presented to Congress for in- 
vestigation. The solons were too 
busy to take any definite action, 
but business interests throughout 
the country and particularly in 
Southern California began taking 
defensive measures at once. There 
are many stockholders of the Dela- 
ware company in this section, but 
their efforts to obtain information 
regarding plans of their company 
were met by evasions and generali- 
ties that told nothing. 

Stockholders have been request- 
ing information regarding affairs 
of the Delaware company for sev- 
eral months. but the requests were 
met with the satatement that “if 
they woulgyattend the meeting in 
New York, all proper questions 
would be answered.” Those who 
did not have the opportunity of 
traveling across the country to at- 
tend the meeting were forced to 
content themselves with a circular 
sent out over the name of Presi- 
dent Schiacks in which much was 


promised, but no definite state- f 


ment regarding affairs of the vom- 
pany could be found. 
VISITING CAPITALISTS. 

When the Delaware company 
was being promoted, two or more 
years ego, a party of capitalists 
visited Los Angeles and interested 
many local persons in the concern. 
One statement made was that 
Percy Rockefeller, nephew of John 
DPD. Rockefeller, intended to build 
an oll company of his own which 
would rival the Standard Oil. He 
wanted oil men here, principally 
the Union Ol! interests, to become 
partner in hig enterprise. Those 
of the local crowd who did be- 
come interested have become to 
believe Mr. Rockefeller had gome- 
thing in mind quite different from 
what they had been led to believe. 

The Dutch Shell company, which 
with ite 72 per cent of the stock 


of the consolidated company, and 


with fifieen of the nineteen direc- 
tors to be named will have ab- 
solute control, has been interested 
in California fields for more than 
ten years. It first entered the field 
by shipping gasoline from the East 
Indies, mostly to take a siap at 
the Standard Oil, which company 
had been invading fields of the 
Sheli company in other parts of 
the world. The foreign company 
was on the ground when the wealth 
of the State in oil was first dis- 
covered, and mvestments were 
made in the Coalinga field and a 
large refinery built on San Fran- 
cisco Bay. Extension of the com- 
pany'’s holdings followed at every 
opportunity and recent discoveries 
of ott along the beach found the 
Shell company in control of the 
property.
